ed for purchase of timber, virtually all 
in Hempsfead county, making a grand 
total of $44,722 coming to this city 
from its industries . each month. 


The figures for August show 643 cm- 


ployed workers, at an average wage 
of $1,73 per day, with a gross pay roll 
of $1,113 per day, $6,678 per week, 
$26,722 per month. 


The outlook for September is defi- 


nite. Industrial managers, reporting 
to Mr. Thompson, showed that the 12 
plants combined would have a net 
increase of 63 workers for September, 
or an additional $108 a day, and $648 
a week.

versity has a now liquid air machine, 
which recalls an unusual piece of life- 
saving done 30 years ago by its old 
machine. 


A typhoid epidemic in Ithaca with 


pneumonia complications required a 
large daily supply of oxygen. This 
came from Syracuse. 


One Saturday, after the last train 


had left Syracuse, it was discovered 
that the week end supply of oxygen 
for Ithaca had been omitted. 


At Cornell the professors heard of 


the catastrophe and set the liquid air 
machine to work. The air as fast as 
liquefied was poured into pans where 
it forthwith began to boil. 


In a few minutes all the nitrogen 


boiled away leaving virtually pure 
oxygen. This was pumped into tanks 
and sent to the Ithaca hospitals.

Flower Trellis Enabled Slayer to Escape Prison— 


Sentenced to Long Term on Murder Charges Fol- 


lowing Deaths of Several Husbands 


BOISE, Ida.—(JP)—A feminine Blue- 


beard who left headstones over sev- 
eral husbands in western states as 
she journeyed about marrying new 
ones is still at large, 


For the las ttip to police, which had 


Lydia Southard "spotted" in Colorado, 
appears to have gone the way of the 
rest. 


Thus the wit of a woman who "had 


a way with men" and whose husbands 
had a way of dying soon after they 
married her has had western slepth- 
ing outguessed for nearly five months. 


Mrs, 
Southard has been "reported" 


in many places since that night of 
May 4 last when she astonished Idaho 
peace officers by climbing over the 
prison wall pnd escaping from the 
state penitentiary. 


The confidently uttered "We expect 


to have her within 24 hours" that 
came out of Colorado recently pre- 
dicted an end to the long hunt to re- 
capture the woman convicted of pois- 
oning her fourth husband for his in- 
surance. 


But a raid on a house where she 


was supposed to have been living with 
a former convict accused of helping 
her escape disclosed empty premises. 


Ex-Convict Siispecte^ 


This victim of her latest conquest, 


Warden R. E. Thomas, says, was David 
Minton, automobile mechanic and trap 
drummer, who was paroled nearly a 
month before her break. 


H was he, declares the warden, who 


helped her oWain a length of hose 
and a metal flower trellis, on which 
she climbed to the top of the wau 
after sawing the cell bars with a saw 
Minton had provided. 


Warden Thomas suspects that the 


fugtive and her supposed companion 
have a hideout in Colorado.

waiting in it outside the walls. 


He believes that Mrs. Southard's ac- 


complice drove her directly to a pre- 
arranged retreat, where he provided 
her with clothes to replace her prison 
garb. 


Five Murders Charged 


Mrs. Southard was originally ar- 


rested in Honolulu, where she was re- 
siding as the wife of a petty officer 
on the U. S. S. Monterey. 


Although tried only on the charge 


of poisoning her fourth husband, the 
prosecuting officials accused her of 
slaying in a similar fashion her first 
husband, Robert C. Dooley; his broth- 
er, Ed C. Dooley; her second husband, 
William G. McHaffie; her third hus- 
band, Harland C. Lewis; her fourth 
husband, Ed F. Meyer, and charge 
that her infant child died under sus- 
picious circumstances. 


The first husband was the father of 


the child. The former and his broth- 
er carried ajoint life insurance pol- 
icy for $2,000 in her favor. 


As a result of her operations, the 


state aliged at her trial, she collected 
less than $10,000 in insurance, al- 
though she probably caused the death 
of six persons. 


Sentenced to 10 years to life, Mrs. 


Southard had served slightly less than 
the minimum sentence when she made 
her break. 


At the time of her admission to 


prison she was the picture of femi- 
nine daintiness. Although short of 
stature, she wss slender, with brown 
hair and blue tyss.

Almost Midlle of Oct. 


in South Arkansas 


The Arkansas Experiment Station of 


the University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture has, for several years 
made corripaartive tests of fall and 
spring oats. The average yields for all 
crops since 1920 show that the best 
five variesties of fall oats have pro- 
duced 13.9 bushels more per acre than 
the best five spring varieties, states 
D, J. Burleson, University of Arkan- 
sas College of Agriculture Extension 
Service.

CorrAete cvf irtter killing-has occurred 


only oV>-time-'during-the last eleven 
years. This was the crop planted in 
the fall of 1927. Inithellast eleves 
years:- there have -been 'three years 
when spring planted, oat? have pro- 
duced more than fall pats. During 
this same period fall' oats have been 
better than spring oats eight years out 
of eleven. 


It should be remembered that in 


these experiments practical precau- 
tions were taken to reduce the danger 
of winter killing. The most important 
practises which may be employed to 
reduce winter killing of fall oats are 
the following: 


Plant winter hardy varieties, Turf 


or Winter Gray is the hardiest variety. 
Culberson, or varletits of Red Rust 
Proof oats whicli include Texas Red 
Rust Proof, Appier, Ferguson, Hast, 
ngs and others, are satisfactory in 
central and south Arkansas. It is also 
advisable to see dfrom a crop that 
was planted in the fall. 


Plant on well drained. fertile soil. 


Usoally about 200 to 300 pounds of 
superphosphate per acre wtl help oats 
to stand the winter. 


Do not plant too late. Early Oc- 
ober is a good data for north Arkan- 
sas, while somewhat later 
planting 


may be done in the southern part of 
Arkansas. 


The method of planting has some ef- 
'ect in protecting winter oats. The 
jest method of planting leaves the 
oats in the bottom of a shallow trench 
or furrow. A grain drill is the best 
way to plant pats because it is rapid 
and also leaves the pats in a small 
furrow. The open furrow 
method 


gives as good protection* but is a 
slow method. The open furrow meth- 
or consists of planting in the bottom 
of furrows about a foot apart r a 
little wider.

Vetch Value Shown 
In Columbia County 


Sam J. McCpHum, Emmer- 


son Farmer, to Plant 
100 Acres This Year 


S. J. McCollum, Emmerson, Colum- 


aia county, decided he would try out 
:he value of vetch as a fertilizer when 
plowed under and followed by corn or 
cotton or sagraln. Mr. McCollum has 
a typical sa'ndy land farm of the coast- 
al plain section. He realized that his 
Fertilizer'bill had been high and that 
his yields were too low. 


In the fall of 1930 Mr. McCollum 


planted 27 acres of vetch, being care- 
ful to inoculate the seed thoroughly. 
In the spring the vetch was plowed 
under and after letting the vetch rot 
for about 2 weeks, part of the land 
was planted to corn, part to cotton, 
and part so sagrain. 


L._A. Dhonau, county agent of Co- 


lumbia county, realizing the value of 
this demonstration to other farmers, 
held a field meeting on this farm July 
24 so that farmers could see the grow- 
ing crops following vetch. 


The Columbia County Bankers' As- 


sociation cooperated with Mr. Dhonau 
in advertising the meeting, and also 
announced 
that the banks of the 


county would help in purchasing vetch 
toed in the same wtly as fertilizer pur- 
chases have been financed. 


The field meeting was so effectively 


advertised that 500 farmers and bus- 
iness men from all sections of the 
county attended the field meeting, and 
were impressed by tho fact that the 
crops following vetch were far su- 
perior to adjoining crops which had 
no • vetch, states D. J. Burleson, Ex- 
tensio nagronornist, University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture.
